To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Golborne  Urban  District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1914. 

Area  in  acres  1,679.  Estimated  population  7,250.  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  James  Dobb,  Salary  £45  per  annum.  Rateable 
Value  £31,579. 

I am  pleased  to  say  my  report  is  even  more  favourable  than 
last  year.  Our  infant  mortality  is  lower,  and  our  death  rate  is 
lower,  though  I am  sorry  to  say  our  birth  rate  is  rather  lower. 
We  have  been  entirely  free  from  all  epidemics. 

Births. — Number  registered  220,  last  year  230.  Males  109, 
Females  111,  giving  an  average  of  30‘3  per  thousand.  Five  ille- 
gitimates. 

Deaths. — Number  registered  77,  last  year  98,  Males  35,  Fe- 
males 33,  9 died  in  other  institutions,  making  a total  of  77,  giv- 
ing an  average  of  1 0*6  per  thousand. 

22  of  these  deaths  were  under  12  months.

2;  Erysipelas  14;  Scarlet  Fever  7;  Enteric  6;  Ophthalmia  Neo- 
natorum 2 ; Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  8 ; Non-Pulmonary  Tuber- 
culosis 8.

Bacteriological  Examinations  taken,  Diphtheria  4 ; Enteric  8 ; 
Tuberculosis  1,  giving  a total  of  13. 

Anti-toxin  is  supplied  by  the  Council  to  Medical  Practitioners. 

Sanitary  condition  of  Schools  is  satisfactory. 

House  Refuse. — Most  of  this  if  carted  by  farmers.  The  rest  is 
carted  to  a common  depot.  We  have  no  destructor. 

Drainage. — This  is  satisfactory,  and  disposal  of  sewage  is  car- 
ried out  by  bacteria  beds,  and  have  given  satisfactory  effluents. 
Flushing  and  testing  of  drains  is  carried  out  when  required. 

Balcehouses. — These  have  been  periodically  visited  and  found 
clean  and  in  a satisfactory  condition.  They  have  been  limewashed 
according  to  bye-laws.  The  water  supply  to  all  is  good,  being 
supplied  from  the  mains  of  the  Council. 

Slaughter-houses. — We  have  four.  They  have  been  periodically 
visited  and  found  satisfactory.  We  have  no  abattoir. 

Smohe  Observations. — Smoke  observations  taken,  22.  Time 
limit  6 minutes  per  half  hour. 

Hospital  Accomodation. — This  is  joint  with  Tyldesley,  Atherton, 
&c.  Beds  ample  for  infectious  diseases. 
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Water  Supply. — This  is  ample  and  good  and  is  under  our  in- 
spection. It  is  supplied  by  the  luce  Urban  District  Council  whose 
works  are  situated  within  our  district. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds. — They  have  been  periodically  visited 
and  found  clean  and  in  a sanitary  condition.  They  have  bean 
limewashed  according  to  bye-laws.  The  water  supply  is  satisfact- 
ory, being  from  the  mains  of  the  Council.  There  are  16  Cow- 
keepers. 

Factory  and  Workshops  Act. — You  have  forms  accompanying 

this  report. 

Lodging  Houses. — They  have  been  regularly  visited  and  found 
clean  and  well  conducted.  They  are  registered. 


HOUSING. 

This  is  generally  satisfactory.  The  population  is  chiefly  of 
the  working  class. 

During  the  year  the  Housing  Committee  have  made  several 
visits  and  inspections  of  the  district,  and  found  defects  at  46 
dwelling  houses,  chiefly  consisting  of  defective  ventilation  and  de- 
fective spouts.  Practically  all  have  been  attended  to.

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SMOKE  OBSERVATIONS. 


Twenty-two  smoke  observations  have  been  taken  this  year. 
Six  minutes  per  half-hour  is  the  time  limit  allowed  for  the  emis- 
sion of  dense  black  smoke,  and  this  time  has  only  been  exceeded 
on  one  or  two  occasions,  and  the  owners’  attention  has  been  call- 
ed to  same. 


PRIVY  CONVERSIONS. 


During  the  year  47  privies  have  been  converted  to  the  water 
carriage  system. 


HOUSING  AND  TOWN  PLANNING  ACT. 


Forty-six  houses  have  been  inspected  by  the  Housing  Com- 
mittee. A number  of  defects  were  found,  and  notices  have  been 
served  on  the  Owners  and  Agents  to  put  same  in  a good  sanitary 
condition.
